Report of the School Committee and Superintendent 
of Schools for 1947 


net 


We hereby submit our annual report covering the fiscal 
year from January 1, 1947 to December 31, 1947. 

We are pleased to be able to tell you that the operation 
of our schools has been less difficult, in some respects, 
during the past year than formerly. 

The increased appropriation at the annual meeting in 1947, 
together with the increased state school funds made available 
by the last legislature, had the effect of encouraging teachers 
to continue in teaching, and it was a factor in encouraging 
many former teachers to consider returning to the teaching 
field. For the first time in several years, there was more 
than one candidate for some of the positions open in the 
summer of 1947. The one important source of trained 
teachers which was not appreciably affected was the teacher 
training schools. There was not enough increase in teachers’ 
college enrollment in Maine to foreshadow either a quick 
or a permanent end to the shortage of trained teachers. In 
spite of this, we hope and believe that this year, and coming: 
years, will see more of our high school graduates going into 
the teaching profession. Salaries are certainly better and 
there is the prospect of greater security after retirement. 

The salaries of Paris teachers were raised about $360. per 
teacher per year on the average, beginning in September of 
1947. Three days of leave, with full pay, were extended to 
teachers suffering sickness and, in addition to other pay in- 
creases, each teacher in the town was given a special in- 
crease in an amount sufficient to pay the cost of some 
hospital insurance. Besides these benefits, an offer of $100. 
was made to any and all teachers in the Paris schools for 
attendance at summer school and the successful completion 
of the usual amount of six credit hours of work. The half 
time teaching position in the sub-primary grade at West 
Paris was increased to a full time position and an additional 
teacher was employed to work in the upper grades at West

Paris. This progress was all made possible by the increased 
appropriation made at the annual meeting last spring and 
by the increased subsidy per teaching position voted by the 
legislature last spring. 

In looking over the school accounts, it will be noted that 
the town appropriated the sum of $200. last year for the 
purpose of initiating and operating an automobile driver 
training course. This was a forward looking step and one 
that has proved wholly satisfactory in other towns which 
have undertaken it. Your school officials regret that it 
seemed impractical to begin the course last fall. At the 
time of town meeting last spring a bill before the legislature, 
if passed, would have given help to towns operating such a 
course of instruction. This help, with the appropriation 
made by the town would have enabled us to have started 
the course last fall. Inasmuch as the legislature turned down 
the bill, no extra funds were at hand, and the course was 
not begun in the Paris schools. A second obstacle was also 
in the way. No trained teacher was available to us in the 
fall of 1947. In looking forward, it is to be hoped that the 
appropriation of $200. made last year will be left intact in 
order that the course may be instituted this coming fall, if 
conditions permit. We believe that this is quite possible. 

Our report of last year took up the matter of lack of 
proper lunchroom space at the Brick School and mentioned 
other aspects of the school lunch situation. An article was 
inserted in the Warrant for the annual meeting to see if the 
people of the town wished to excavate and finish more 
room under the Brick School building, this room to be used 
for lunchroom and playroom purposes. This article was 
voted down. 

Since March of 1947, the school lunch situation has been 
very adversely affected by the high costs of both foods and 
labor. As was pointed out in our report last year, the town 
has never made any appropriation whatever for school lunch 
purposes. It therefore becomes impossible to operate a pro- 
gram when the income from the sales of lunches, plus the 
subsidy received from the government, fails to meet the 
costs of the program. This is the situation in which we find 
ourselves this year, and it accounts for the fact that there 
-is no school lunch program in operation in South Paris now. 
-Your school committee has. never been authorized by the 
town to expend any money for a lunch program and has 
therefore not been able to give any financial backing to 
school lunches. 
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The lunch program at West Paris is being operated this 
year. It began late, on January 19, 1948, after a group of 
interested parents and others decided that it was desirable 
for the weifare of the children. The West Paris Grade School 
Improvement League, with assurance from public spirited 
citizens that they would provide some financial backing, if 
necessary, agreed to pay any costs over and above the 
receipts for the program. 

Your school committee members and your superintendent 
feel that a good school lunch program is of definite benefit 
in the schools, and they will be pleased to sponsor such 
programs as the town may authorize. Considerable pressure 
has been put upon your committee members for the purpose 
of forcing action of some kind, and it is to be hoped that 
the townspeople will settle the question at issue at the 
coming annual meeting. 

Complete physical examinations were again given in the 
schools this year, and again it is gratifying to receive re- 


ports from parents and pupils that corrections are being 


made. We believe that the annual appropriation made for 
this purpose is given back many times over in value received. 

Our young people of Paris were benefited this year by the 
services of a dental hygienist, who examined the teeth of 


“most of the boys and girls in the Paris schools. The hy- 


gienist spent eighteen days in our schools and in addition to 
examinations, worked with teachers and pupils alike in pre- 
senting dental health lessons and encouraging better dental 
health practices. 

No major repairs were undertaken on any of our school 
buildings this past year with the exception of the work done 
in the basement laboratory room at West Paris. A con- 
siderable expenditure was made there for the purpose of 
bringing the laboratory up to the standards required by the 
state for high schools and for the purpose of making it 
usable as a classroom. The lack of sufficient suitable class- 
room space in the building made this necessary. It should 
not be thought, however, that this arrangement is a satis- 
factory permanent solution to the problem of rooms at West 
Paris, as our sub-primary children are still using’ a second 
floor room which, in addition to its unfavorable location 


fails in other ways to meet the needs of the children. 


At North Paris, about half of the basement floor was 
raised by the addition of new cement. 

Arrangements have been made to have a new ceiling put 
up at the Paris Hill School this winter. 
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Work done on other school buildings in the town during 
1947 was in the nature of minor repairs. 

Some new seats for pupils have been purchased. At West 
Paris desks and chairs were necessary in the room where 
our additional teacher holds classes. New window shades 
were also purchased for the second floor rooms at West 
Paris, the West Paris High School Improvement League 
agreeing to pay half of the expense. 

In discussing a program for this coming year, reference 
to last year’s report will show an outline of needs that have 
been felt and of other objectives which have been felt de- 
sirable for many years. These things have been mentioned | 
so frequently in reports for so many years that it should 
not be necessary to review them here. 

There is a big: need for more classroom space at the West 
Paris School. Your committee feels that more playground 
space at the Brick School is a primary need. Agreement on 
a school lunch program should be arrived at soon, preferably 
on a basis which would extend the program to every school 
in town. Bus housing is needed for town owned buses. The 
new toilet and shower rooms planned for at West Paris and 
felt to be desperately needed two years ago have been par- 
tially completed. These and many other projects mentioned in 
reports of previous years are all waiting for action by the 
town. They can never be successfully accomplished unless and 
until the townspeople express an interest in them by action 
at a town meeting. : 

We are recommending to the people of Paris that they 
authorize and provide funds for the introduction into Paris 
High School of a course in Industrial Arts, this course to 
begin next September. This idea was discussed in last year’s 
report at which time it was pointed out that many parents 
feel that some pupils would gain a great deal more from 
shop work and studies connected with shop work then they 
now gain from more academic subjects. It should also be 
observed that this applies to excellent students in our tra+ 
ditional subjects who have special interest and ability in 
scientific and mechanical fields as much as it does to students 
who have difficulty with the usual college, commercial, and 
general course studies. 

We do have sufficient floor space at Paris High School at 
the present time to accommodate a course in Industrial Arts 
and a new building would not be necessary. 

An article is being placed in the Warrant for the coming 
annual meeting in order that the question of introducing 
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Industrial Arts may be brought forward for discus 
decision by the citizens.

In closing, we wish to assure the people of our town again 
that we believe their action in town meeting last year, when 


they voted to increase the appropriation for scho 
the greatest single factor in making this school year 
one for their children.

Audit of Accounts — Town of Paris 
January 1, 1947, to December 31, 1947 - 


An examination has been completed of the books and records 
of the Town of Paris for the year ended December 31, 1947. 
This examination included such procedures and tests as are 
consistent with generally accepted auditing standards. 

Included in this report are a Comparative Balance Sheet 
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with supporting schedules and a Statement of Operations 
which, it is believed, fairly present the financial position of the 
town at December 31, 1947, and the result of operations for 
the year then ended. 


CASH ; 

The cash balance of $29,479.55, as reflected by the records of 
the treasurer, was reconciled with the December 31, 1947, 
bank statement of the Casco Bank & Trust Company, Paris 
Branch, as follows: |

Add—Deposit of January 5, 1948, 9,053.47 

Total, $86,842.85 
Deduct—Outstanding checks, 57,363.30

An analysis of receipts and deposits indicated that all cash 
recorded as received: had been properly accounted for and 
promptly deposited in the bank. 

It was ascertained that all disbursements had been made by 
check and were supported by properly authorized warrants. 
All warrants were paid in full. 


‘ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


The accounts receivable totaled $792.55 at the end of the 
year. The receivables resulted from paper aid rendered by 
the town which is reimbursable from the State and other muni- 
cipalities. As all receivables are current and considered to be 
collectible, no reserve for losses in collection was established. 
The detail of this account appears on Schedule A-2. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE . 

It was ascertained that the warrant of commitment had been 
properly signed by the assessors. This commitment was veri- 
fied by adding the commitment book. The total assessment 
charged to the collector for 1947 taxes was accounted for as 
follows:

The excise tax collections 
were Verified by examination Of the copies of the pre-numbered 
receipts retained by the collector. All collections were traced 
to deposit with the treasurer.

The appropriated surplus represents the balances of certain 
appropriation accounts which have been carried forward to the 
ensuing year. 

The unappropriated surplus represents the excess of the 
assets over the liabilities. This account was reduced by. 
$17,368.16 during the 1947 municipal year. The principal fac- 
tors contributing to this decrease were the appropriation from 
surplus of $14,902.11 for a truck, and the overdrafts in the 
general government, and highway accounts. A complete 
analysis of the change in unappropriated surplus is pear 
on Exhibit E. 

TRUST FUNDS 

The recor ds and investments of the several trust funds were 

examined. It was ascertained that all income had been ac- 
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counted for. The disbursements ‘appeared to have been made 
in accordance with the terms of the bequests. 

A trust fund known as the Paris Century Fund is held by 
the National Bank of Commerce, Portland, Maine. This fund, 
with the original principal of $1,000.00, was established by | 
George R. Morton on December 31, 1924. The fund is to be 


held by the National Bank of Commerce until the year 2025, 


at which time it will be turned over to the town if the town 
had no indebtedness at 2010 and none had been incurred at 
2025. The fund now amounts to $2,199.29, according to the ad- 
vices received from the trustee.

Attention is invited to the overdrafts reflected in several 
appropriation accounts, the summary of which appears on Ex- 
hibit D. An opinion rendered by the Attorney General reads, 
in part, ay 

“The municipal officers are bound by the terms 
of the articles in the warrant calling the meeting 
providing for the expenditure of money. The offi- 
cers should not spend more than the taxpayers 
appropriated at town meeting, unless the statute 
expressly authorizes an expenditure in excess of 
the appropriation.” 

The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for 
highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergen- 
cies to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


RECOMMENDATION 

It is recommended that all monies received for school pur- 
poses be turned over as received by the superintendent to the 
treasurer, The treasurer is the bonded fiscal officer of the 
town and, as such, should receive and disburse all monies 


_ other than those for which specific provisions have been made 


by statute.

This year the largest number of children were protected 
against diphtheria and smallpox, not because the nurse 
worked harder promoting the program but because of a 
smallpox scare and an interested health officer. Four hun- 
dred and three children were vaccinated for smallpox and 
276 protected against diphtheria. Communicable diseases 
are prevented by emphasizing the need for immunization and 
healthful living. They are controlled by prompt diagnosis 
and good care. Eighteen visits were made in the interest of 
communicable disease control. 

Assistance was given at the school examination. Seventy- 
seven visits were made to follow up defects found. All 
children with defects are referred to their family physicians. 
Several were referred for vision correction. One child was 


referred to Crippled Children’s Clinic for diagnosis and 


treatment. Rheumatic fever has handicapped three students. 
The nurse has helped mothers in planning for medical care 
and careful supervision where needed. With proper care 
many cases of heart disease may be prevented. Our main 
weapon for its prevention is the development of good general 
health habits and good living conditions for the children 
of the community. Readjustments create mental hygiene 


problems. Such problems are brought to the nurse’s atten- 


tion by teachers and parents. Three children were referred 
to the Mental Hygiene division for diagnosis and recommen- 
dations. Visits were made to crippled children to assist 
with planning for care and to encourage attendance at clinic. 
Fifty-four visits were made in the interest of tuberculosis 
control, planning for x-rays, tuberculin testing and sana- 
torium care when necessary. Twenty-five children and adults 
have been x-rayed at Western Maine Sanatorium. 
Assistance was given to adults to demonstrate bedside 
care and assist in bringing those who are not receiving . 
medical supervision or care in touch with available resources. 
Ten Child Health Conferences were held in Paris with 
assistance of doctors, dentist and volunteers. Infants and 
pre-school children were examined. Twenty-eight of these 
children were tuberculin tested at request of the examining 
physician. Thirty-three received protection against whoop- 
ing cough. Diphtheria and smallpox protection was offered 
to those desiring it. One hundred and twenty-one children 
were given physical examinations. One child reacting to 
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tuberculin test was x-rayed at Western Maine Sanatorium 
as was the parents of the child. The children attending the 
Conferences represent a very small percentage of all the 
children in the community who do not have medical super- 
vision by any doctor, especially in the South Paris section 
of town; it is desirable to hold these conferences monthly 
so that all children may have an opportunity to receive 
regular medical supervision. 

The coming year presents new ahadienees I am looking 
forward to these being met by interested and cooperative 
volunteers. Emphasis is still being placed on the desirability 
of a Health Council which would serve as a means of co- 
ordinating the efforts of all organizations in improving the 
health of the community. . 

I would like to express my thanks to he volunteers who 
assisted. with the health program for Paris. and to the 
Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Puffer. A very special thanks 
to the selectmen, doctors and the Kiwanis Club who have at 
all times been most helpful and cooperative.

Report of the School Committee and Superintendent 


of Schools for 1948 


We hereby submit our annual report for the fiscal year be- 
ginning January 1, 1948, and ending December 31, 1948, 

Our school program for 1948 called for some enlargement. 
Another elementary teacher was employed at the Brick School 
this year and the upstairs room in the Lincoln School on Paris 
Ifill was opened and a second teacher is now employed there. 
Increasing numbers of children in our schools have now caused 
us to fill all of our schoolrooms. 

At the Brick School, the additional playground lid ae 
by the town has been fenced and’is now in use. 

The Automobile Driver Training Course authorized ed the 
town was begun last fall and twenty-three students at Paris 
High School are expected to complete it this year. Norway 
High School is offering the same course and both schools are 
using a new dual-control car furnished free.through one of ‘our 
local automobile dealers. The Norway-Paris Kiwanis Club 


contributed twenty-five dollars to encourage the promotion of 


the driver training course and paid fifty dollars to our training 
instructor to help pay the cost of his special training at Os- 
wego, New York, in the summer of 1948. 

The, Kiwanis Club, in addition to other help, gave to Paris 
schools the sum of $150.00 to be used toward the purchase of 
playground equipment. Orders were placed last summer and 
some of the equipment has arrived, but part of it is still on 
order. 

Industrial arts, aithorised at the last annual meeting, was 
started in Paris High School in September. Forty Paris boys 


i) 
i 
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are taking this course and twenty-eight Norway boys are also 
taking this course. Some Paris boys wanted to study agricul- 
ture and Norway accepted them in return for our acceptance 
of their boys in our shop course. Three of our boys are studying 
agriculture. Norway also accepted seven, Paris students who 
wished to study first-year Latin, two Paris students who want- 
ed to study second-year algebra, and one student in chemistry. 
Second-year algebra and chemistry are offered at Paris, but on 
alternate years and seniors who have changed courses or 
transferred from other schools to our school and need these 
subjects before graduation are greatly benefitted. Latin is not 
now offered at Paris High,School, because of the very small 
number of students wishing to study it. French, which is of- 
ferred, meets college entrance requirements. Paris High School 
and West Paris High School are both Class “A” schools. 

Government surplus property to the amount of several hun- 
dred dollars in value was secured for the industrial arts course 
at no other expense than transportation. 

The shop at Paris High School is open on Monday evenings 
for adults who want to practice home carpentry, metal or elec- 
trical work or build things for their own use. 

Fifteen Paris teachers attended summer school in 1948 and 
seventeen teachers enrolled in an extension course offered 
here during the fall term under the direction of the University 
of Maine. Mr. Bracy, principal of the Brick School, took the 
lead in encouraging teachers to take part in this professional 
study and in arranging for the extension course in MODERN 
TRENDS IN EDUCATION. 

Other professional help for teachers was received from one 
of the State Department of Education’s elementary supervisors 
who spent a week working in Paris schools in 1948. 

Physical examinations of 812 children in our schools were 
given during the fall term. Parents were notified. of defects 
found and it is believed that many of them have already taken 
steps to have physical defects remedied. It is our belief that 
the services rendered by the examining physicians is a valua- 
ble one and that many defects are corrected as a result of be- 
ing discovered and brought to the attention of parents. 

A school lunch of the “A” type is being offered this year at 
the West Paris School. The West Paris Grade School Improve- 
ment League has underwritten this project to guarantee opera- 
tion without loss of money to.the town. At the Brick School, a 
milk program is being operated. This is also tied in with the 
federal school lunch program., 

Conveyance routes in Paris are growing as a result of the 
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filling up of houses on back roads and the building of new 
ones at considerable distances from schools. Bus service is 
only given in those localities where, in the judgment of the 
school committee, the age or size of the children, the hazards 
of the road, the distance, or other factors or combinations of 
factors make transportation quite necessary. Of course, a 
vehicle which has to travel far out to get children will pick up 
other pupils who are on the same route but nearer the school 
where there is room for them to ride. Bus routes are described 
briefly in the list of expenditures for transportation which is a 
part of this report. 

' It is the policy of your school officials to do their utmost to 
give safe, convenient and comfortable conveyance and to do 
so at aS small a cost as is possible. However, the demand and 
need for transportation is great and it is increasing and costs 
have increased tremendously. At the present time there ap- 
pears to be no way to reduce this cost of transportation without 
reducing the services now being offered. 

~ A new bus was purchased this year by William Littlehale for 
use on North Paris and West Paris routes. Comparison of the 
new bus with the old one quickly shows the net gain in safety 
to school children who ride on it. 

The repairs and equipment accounts for 1948 show an in-| 

crease in purchases and repairs over previous years. 
At Paris Hill the two schoolrooms had new ceilings and 
walls placed over the old ones and the lower entrance hall was 
likewise fixed. The roof at the Brick School was repaired, a 
manhole was built to give access to the sewer, and a new coal 
stoker was purchased and installed. At Paris High School, the 
roof of the home economics wing was given a new covering, 
the girls’ basement was painted, a new backboard was con- 
structed for protection of property in the vicinity of the ath- 
letic field, some plumbing was fixed and an automatic tem- 
perature control was installed to regulate the heat of water: 
used in showers. Three outside lights were also installed at 
Paris High School. As has been customary for several years, the 
janitors at the Paris High School,. the Brick School and the 
West Paris School worked during the summer months on 
building repairs at their separate schools. 

In looking ahead to the coming year, the first and foremost 
question for consideration is that of preparing to house the 
increasing numbers of pupils who are now entering, and will 
continue to enter, school for several years ahead. The present 
enrollment figures are given later in this report. In studying 
them it should be kept in mind that information on births in 
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Paris over the past years indicates that we can expect. en- 

tering classes in the sub-primary grade in the coming years to

Increasing numbers of children at a time when practically all 
of our existing school buildings are already full should cause 
a elose study of the situation to be made and a study should 
lead to planning for sufficient room and other facilities to give 
-the oncoming generations as many educational advantages as 
children now have. The Brick School PTA is now engaged in 
making a study and the results should be interesting indeed. 

The most crowded conditions at present are in the West 
Paris School. As has been pointed out in past reports, small : 
children are being taught in a second-floor room which is alto- 
gether inadequate. Other rooms are full and a basement room 
is being used as a classroom. Moreover, the high school en- 
rollment at West Paris shows a very large freshman class and 
we continue to attract a goodly number of tuition pupils from 
Sumner and Greenwood. There was an entering class of thirty- 
two students at West Paris High School last September. 

For a good picture of our present housing and enrollment 
conditicns in Paris, we recommend reading of a “Report of 
School Survey Committee,” which was made by the Brick 
School PTA last fall and published in the ““Norway Advertiser.” 
It goes into more details in regard to these problems than is 
possible in a general report such as this. ; 

For the coming year, your school officials are concerned, for 
the most part, with carrying forward the school programs now 
in operation. We recommend continuation of the Automobile 
Driver Training program. We recommend continuation of ex- 
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change of courses with Norway. High School. We recommend 
the purchase of the old creamery building and lot to provide 
school bus housing and to allow more space for our industrial 
arts shop, For some time now the selectmen and school com- 
mittee members have been looking for a suitable place for 
keeping our school buses. The old creamery building appears 
to be the answer. 

It is our wish to keep and operate a school system in Paris 
that will be in keeping with our needs and our abilities to 
maintain. We believe that the citizens of the town are proud, 


and justly so, of the many different businesses and industries ~ 


that have grown up or settled here and that it is the wish of the 
people that our children be given the kind of education which 
will make them useful and worthwhile members of such a 
community.

COMMENTS 

An audit has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Paris for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1948. This examination was conducted in conformity with 
generally accepted auditing standards and included such pro- 
cedures and test checks as were considered to be necessary. 
CASH : 

The cash balance of $38,812.86 at the year end. was in agree- 
ment with the records of the treasurer and was reconciled with 
the bank statement dated December 31, 1948, of the Casco Bank 
and Trust Company. This cash balance is available for current 
expenditures. 
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An analysis of receipts and deposits indicated that all cash 
reeorded as received had been deposited in the bank. 

All disbursements were made by checks and were supported 
by properly authorized warrants. It was ascertained that all 
warrants had been paid in full. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

The accounts receivable totaled $4,064.04 at the year end and 
the detail supporting this amount is shown on Schedule A-1. 
As all of these accounts are current items and are considered 
to be collectible, no reserve for possible losses in collection has 
been established. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The taxes receivable totaled $11,627.91 at the year end and 
are all 1948 accounts. All balances of prior years’ tax commit- 
ments were settled during the year by the tax collector. Cash 
collections and abatements accounted for 94.1% of the 1948 
assessment charged to the tax collector. The tax commitment 
book was added and found to be in agreement with the valua- 
tion book of the assessors. It was ascertained that all abate- 
ments had been signed by a majority of the board of assessors. 


TAX LIENS 

During the year new liens feialine $2,980.45 were added. 
These liens were placed on the uncollected portion of the 1947 
assessment against real estate. All cash collections on agcount 
of tax liens were traced to the credit of the individual ac- 
counts. Tax liens on file with the treasurer supported the 
balance in this account. 


TAX DEEDS 

During the year under review the tax deeds were reduced 
by $394.55 as a result of cash collections, write offs, and trans- 
fers to tax acquired property. Tax deeds on file with the treas- 
urer supported the balance of $1,155.07 in this account. Due to 
the age of these deeds a reserve of $577.53, which represents 
50% of the face value, is being carried to provide for possible 
losses in collection. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 

During the past year certain pieces of property, the titles of 
which passed to the town as a result of matured tax liens and 
tax deeds, were transferred to this account. The detail com- 
prising this account is presented on Schedule A-16. 


MORTGAGES RECEIVABLE 
It was noted that the required payment of $100.00 had been 
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received fiedas ‘the year. The balance ‘of the mortgages re 
ceivable was $2,200.00 at the year end. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 

The capital reserve fund established for the construction of a 
War Memorial totaled $2,020.00 at December 31, 1948. The en- 
tire amount is on deposit at the South Paris Savings Bank, and 
was verified by examination of the bank passbook. : 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 
The only item of accounts payable was the Effie Swan ac- 
count which totaled $511.90 at the year end. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 

The deferred revenue is represented'‘by the 1949 excise tax 
collections, No. 1 to: 158 inclusive, which totaled $1,700.50. 
This amount has been carried forward to the ensuing’ veer on 
allocation. “thea 


RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED EXPENDITURES 

The reserve for authorized expenditures is represented by 
the balances of certain appropriation accounts which have 
been carried forward to the ensuing year for expenditure. 


SURPLUS 

The Town of Paris had an unappropriated surplus of 
$30,207.39 at December 31, 1948. This represents an increase 
of $11,507.57 over that of a year ago. The principal factor con- 
tributing to this increase was the net gain’ from operations - 
which is presented on Exhibit B. A-complete ‘analysis of the 
change in unappropriated surplus is presented‘on Exhibit E.

Seven Child Health Conferences were held in Paris’ this year, 
through the kind corporation of the P. T. A. and West Paris Farm 
Bureau. 105 infants and pre-school children were given physical 
examinations by the doctors. 


16 children were immunized against Smallpox. 

39 children were immunized against Diphtheria. 

37 children were immunized against Whooping Cough. 
14 children were immunized against Tetnus. 


Apparently, more of our parents are realizing the need to have 
their children examined yearly, and are learning to use the facilities 
offered them by their community. 812 school ‘children‘in Paris 
were given physical examinations by our local doctors. The public 
health nurse, with the aid of many volunteers, assisted the doctor 
with the examinations. 


Five Hundred and Seyenty-six school children had their 
hearing tested with the Audiometer. 


Seventy-five visits were made to homes of school children with 
physical defects for the purpose of urging parents in following-up 
work with family physician, or to attend a specific clinic to which 
the family doctor referred the child. 

All schools were visited and conferences held by the nurse with 
the Suprintendent, Principals and teachers concerning the health 
problems of individual children. . Several .new cases have been ad- 
mitted to the Crippled Children’s subtle others to. the. Division 
of Mental Hygiene. | j 

‘Thirty-three visits were miadé to new Eakin oat their babies. 
In some cases the baby’s bath was demonstrated, and, in, all, .yisits 


the mother was urged to keep the baby under the doctor’s ‘super- 


vision and to follow advice. 


Kighteen visits were made in the interest of abbleeiveie 
control. Most of the visits were made to contacts of people known 
to have Tuberculosis. Seventeen of these people went to Western 
Maine Sanatorium for X-ray examination of the chest. 


Sixteen adults were visited and given demonstration of bed- 
side care. 
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There ai#é still a great many problems to be solved. Perhaps 
next year will bring about their solution with the aid of the people 
in the community at large. 

I wish to thank the doctors for their interest and cooperation 
at all times; the Superintendent of Schools and the faculty for 
their help in. bringing about the correction of some of the heaith 
problems in the community, the P. T. A., West Faris Farm Bureau, 
and all other volunteers who have desieeed me this year; the 
Selectmen, the Kiwanis Club, the Welfare Committee, and the 
American Red Cross for the part they played i in solving problems 
such as the correction of defects, transportation, and the like.

Many of the above diseases are what 
are called the relatively minor diseases of childhood, but this does 
not make them insignificant. They. may and often do leave behind 
hein conditions which handicap a child-throughout life.

COMMENTS * 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of 
the Town of Paris for the year ended December 31, 1949, 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 

This audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the selectmen, tax collector, treasurer and town 
clerk. Cash on deposit in the Casco Bank and Trust Company, 
South Paris, Maine, was reconciled with the balance of the 
treasurer’s cashbook. 

The record of collections made by the tax collector was 
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reviewed and it was ascertained that these collections had 
been deposited with the town treasurer. The records of excise 
tax collections were checked in detail. 

All records and supporting data, relating to items appear- 
ing on the balance sheet, were examined. 

Payrolls, invoices and cancelled checks, supporting ex- 
penditures for the month of February, 1949, were examined 
in detail. Warrants authorizing the expenditures were found 
to have been properly approved by the municipal officers. 
The distribution of the charges was checked and all charges 
appeared to have been properly recorded. 

Cash receipts, as recorded by the town treasurer, were 
traced to deposits in the bank. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


The comparison of appropriations included in the 1949 as- 
sessment of taxes with the town clerk’s record of the 1949 
town meeting disclosed that $1,000.00 was included in the 
assessment for the “West Section Sewer” which does not 
appcar to have been voted on at the town meeting. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACCOUNT 


Total expenditures, charged to the miscellaneous account 
on. the selectmen’s record, amounted to $9,494.86. A sum- 
mary of the charges made to this account follows:

It is suggested that consideration be given to classifying 
some of the larger expenditures in the miscellaneous account 
as separate appropriations. 

HIGHWAY EQUIPMENT 


On the records of the selectmen each piece of major high- 
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way équipment has a séparate account. All transactions in- 
volving this equipment, are handled through the cash account 
of the town treasurer. The underlying purpose, of this pro- 
cedure, is to reflect the cost of operating the various pieces 
of equipment and the revenue derived therefrom. It is sug- 
gested that a single account be carried on the selectmen’s 
records to control the equipment activity with a subsidiary 
record showing the detail. It is also suggested that, in order 
to simplify the bookkeeping procedure, journal entries be 
utilized instead of handling each individual transaction 
through the cash account of the town treasurer. 


ASSETS 

Total net assets as of December 31, 1949 amounted to 
$75,110.69, which represented an increase over the previous 
year of $13,066.76. Major contributing factors to this in- 
crease were an increase in the cash account of $11,464.24, an 
increase in the capital reserve fund (War Memoria!) of 
$1,040.60, deferred charges $1,440.68 offset by decreases in 
accounts receivable of $302.79 and taxes receivable of 
$1,161.37. 


- LIABILITIES 

Unexpended balances in special charity accounts which are 
financed by mortgages taken on their property constitutes 
the only recorded liability of the town as of the end of the 
year. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 

This account consists of 1950 excise tax collections of 
$2,870.70 made prior to the closing of the books which have 
been carried forward to the ensuing year for application. 


RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED EXPENDITURES 


The balances of certain appropriation accounts, which have 
been carried forward to the ensuing year, amounted to 
$31,735.17. This represents an increase of $4,131.03 over 
those brought forward from the previous year. 


SURPLUS . 

The unappropriated surplus as of December 31, 1949, 
amounted to $36,777.05 as compared with $30,207.39 at De- 
cember 31, 1948. Appropriations made at town meeting, from 
this account, amounted to $7,000.00. The net gain from oper- 
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ations as shown on Exhibit B amounted to $13,678.67 and has 
been credited to this account. A summary of the transactions 
effecting this account is presented on Exhibit C. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The examination of the trust fund accounts disclosed that 
no new funds were added during the year, A decrease of 
$30.42 was noted in the unexpended income balance at De- 
cember 31, 1949, which indicated that the expenditures made 
were in excess of the income. All expenditures appeared to 
have been within the requirements under which the funds 
were accepted. } 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


Revenue applicable to the current year amounted to. $285,- 
597.51. To this amount was added $7,000.00 appropriated 
from the unappropriated surplus together with a deferred 
charge of $1,440.68, making a total available of- $294,038.19. 
From this amount was deducted $4,131.08, which is reflected 
by the increase in appropriation carrying balances leaving 
available for current year’s expenditures $289,907.16. Ex- 
penditures applicable to this amount totaled $276,288.49. This 
resulted in a net gain from operations of $13,678.67, which 
‘was transferred to surplus. 


ACCOUNTING RECORDS 


All accounting records examined were found to have been 
kept in an efficient and accurate manner.

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Schools of Paris 


Annual School Report of the Superintending School 
Committee and Superintendent of Schools 

We hereby submit our annual report for the fiscal year 
beginning January 1, 1949, and ending December 31, 1949. 

The educational program in the Paris Schools continued 
through 1949 in very much the same pattern as the program 
in 1948. 

In any evaluation of the schools of a community the first 
and foremost consideration must concern itself with the re- 
sults of our educational efforts as they show up in our chil- 
dren. Parents, taxpayers and citizens generally are justified 
in judging schools by the changes and improvements which 
they help to bring about in young people, bearing in mind, 
meanwhile, that schools are not the only influences in the 
lives of children. 

To provide the best kind of learning atmosphere and the 
best opportunities for children to grow and develop the best 
that is in them, we always look first to the teacher. We can 
report to the people of Paris that our schools are staffed 
with certified teachers, most of whom have had some years 
of teaching experience. We have found that certified high 
school teachers, without experience or with little experience, 
are now available to the point where there is sometimes more 
than one qualified candidate for a position in some high 
school fields. In the elementary teaching field it is more diffi- 
cult to fill vacancies. Qualified teachers who hold elementary 
certificates are still hard to find and present indications are 
that the shortage in this field will continue for some time. 

A fourth teacher was not added to the faculty at West 
Paris High School in 1949, because a majority of the school 
committee members felt that there were reasons why this was 
not advisable. The funds provided for a fourth teacher: were 
not expended elsewhere and are a part of the balance carried 
forward in the school accounts. The School Committee is 
unanimously agreed that a fourth teacher should be added to 
the faculty at West Paris High School if the school is to be 
continued, and the school department budget includes a sum 
for this purpose. The School Committee is also unanimously 
agreed that there is not now sufficient, suitable classroom 
space for a four teacher high school at West Paris and it 
recommends to the town that appropriate action be taken 
to give the West Paris High School pupils more room. 

The teaching of Automobile Driver Training was expanded 
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to permit students at West Paris High School to have the 
course and to permit more students at Paris High School to 
study Driver Training. Ten West Paris students and twelve 
Paris High School students have recently passed their exami- 
nations for drivers’ licenses. We believe that the people of 
the town may justly take satisfaction in feeling that they 
have made it possible for better trained automobile drivers 
to go out upon our highways. Probably about twenty more 
students will complete requirements for their licenses before 
the end of this school year. 

Exchange of courses with Norway appears to have worked 
out well for Paris students this year. Norway has offered 
home economics and ten girls from Paris go to Norway for 
home economics each day and-the Norway teacher comes to 
Paris High School three periods of each day to teach home 
economics to twenty-five girls. Forty-three Norway High 
Schoo! boys are enrolled in industrial arts at the Paris High 
School shop. Nine Paris students are going to Norway each 
day to study agriculture. Twenty students from Paris are 
enrolled in Latin classes in Norway and one student studies 
history and chemistry at Norway. 

When the tuition charges between Paris and Norway High 
Schools were figured for the fall term of school, Norway paid 


Paris $1,419.00 and Paris paid Norway $1,442.42. Tuition 


charges for each course were worked out on the basis of -ac- 
tual expenditures. This means that the net cost-to Paris. for 
the additional educational advantages gained by working 
with Norway amounted to $23.42 for the fall term. 

The school department feels that students in. Paris have 
benefited greatly by taking advantage of courses offered at 
Norway, but it also feels that transportation between Paris 
High School and Norway High School should be provided by 
the town if the exchange of courses is to be continued suc- 
cessfully. So far, students have paid their own fare, which 
has amounted to fifty cents per week for those riding on the 
bus. Some students have provided their own conveyance. If 
the town were to provide conveyance it would be possible to 
require all Paris pupils traveling between the schools to ride 
on the school bus and this would keep them under the control 
of school officials or employees and would do away with the 


-practice of having students out upon the highway in their own 


vehicles during the school day. It would also help all students 
to arrive at classes at the same time and tend to do away with 
late arrivals at class. An article is being inserted in the 
warrant for the town meeting to see if the town will author- 
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ize transportation and expenditure for this purpose. There 
is a Similar article in the Norway warrant, and, if both towns 
vote favorably, it should be possible for the school commit- 
tees to make one arrangement for transporting both Paris 
and Norway pupils between classes in the two high schools. 

The purchase of the Old Creamery building and lot at the 
last town meeting enabled the school department to provide 
suitable storage in the basement for its town owned buses, 
besides providing a better shop for the industrial arts course. 
Many repairs were made to the building and a whole new 
front supporting wall was built. A roll door was put in the 
front of each bus stall. A new forced hot air heating system 
was put in to give some heat in the basement and to heat the 
first floor of the shop. Some roofing had to be done. A door 
and an outside stairway were built on the back of the building 
as a safety feature for the boys working in the shop. The 
front door of the shop was re-hung to open outward, another 
safety measure. Fire extinguishers were placed about the 
shop in convenient locations. Plumbing was put in and many 
other things were done to improve the shop building. Much 
more can be done but the town now has a good school shop 
and. good storage space for three school buses. We feel that 
the citizens made a good business deal for themselves and 
for their schools when they purchased the Old Creamery 
building and lot. 

Expenditures made for repairs to school buildings in 1949 
include work done, mostly at West Paris, to give the children 
more safety from fire. A new, outside, iron fire escape was 
provided from the second floor to the ground, three new doors 
to the outside of the building were added, one room partition 
was changed and four new inside doorways and doors were 
put up between rooms. It is now possible for all pupils on 
the first and second floors of the building to leave the: building 
from classrooms without going through the halls. This work 
at West Paris cost $1,127.00, including the cost of five’panic 
bars. In addition, about $583.83 from the repairs account was 
spent on the West Paris School. 

No single large repair jobs were done on any other one 
school building, excepting the West Paris building, in 1949. 

This report will not outline repairs needed to school build- 
ings in the coming school year, or years, because the Survey 
Committee appointed by the town to study schools has studied 
this field in considerable detail and needed repairs and im- 


provements have been quite thoroughly covered in their 
report. 
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It Pal see seen, sc Tootan at Fhe insurance Pee that 
there has been an overdraft of $1,167.98 in 1949. This was 
occasioned because the total insurance coverage on _ school 
properties was increased from $161,500.00 to $316,500.00, and 
the increase was made because our school properties were 
surveyed in detail by an insurance inspector last April and 
his report convinced us that the insurance then being carried 
was inadequate and that a loss by fire might mean a big loss 
to the town because the insurance was not nearly enough. 
This matter was discussed with the selectmen and with other 
responsible citizens, and it appeared to be the unanimous 
opinion of all who were consulted that the school department 
should protect the town’s property by increasing the insur- 
ance to a figure approaching actual value. This has been 
done and is the reason for the overdraft. The budget recom- 
mended by the school department for 1950 includes $1,645.00 
for the annual payment of premium on the amount of $316,- 
500.00 of insurance. 

The schedule of school properties. is now as follows: 


Paris High School building, $144,000.00

In addition to the above, the industrial arts shop is insured 
for $2,000.00, and the machinery and equipment are insured 
for $3,000.00. 

In considering school accounts we wish to point out that 
balances are being carried forward as in past years, but the 
total balance is approximately $3,100.00 smaller that it was 
expected to be. This is because the State did not pay the 
towns the full amount of subsidy due them in December of 
1949. The balances carried forward are for the purpose of 
covering’ school operating expenses between December 31, 
1949, and the time of the annual town meeting in March. 
If there were no balances in the treasury, it would be neces- 
sary for the town to borrow money to pay for operating its 
schools during January and February of every year. 

Taxpayers in Paris, who want to compare costs of schools 
in our town with averages for the State, will be glad to know 
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that the average cost per pupil in attendance in the elemen- 
tary schools in Paris in the 1947-48 school year was $93.18. 
The average cost per pupil in attendance in the elementary 
‘schools of the state as a whole was $101.31. In other words, 
it. cost the citizens of Paris about $5,600.00 less to school 
their elementary pupils in the year 1947-48 than it was cost- 
ing on ‘the average in the state. Figures for 1947-48 are 
used as 1947-48 is the latest year for which complete figures 
for the state are available. There is no reason, however, to 
believe that there has been much change in the relative costs 
since 1948. The average net cost per pupil in Maine Second- 
ary Schools in 1948-49 was $179.17. The average net cost 
per pupil in the high schools of Paris was between $136.00 
and $137.00. This means that in the 1948-49 school year Paris 
expended about $9,000.00 less than the average expenditures 
for the education of the same number of high school pupils 
in the state as a whole. 

A further comparison of figures may be of interest to 
citizens who measure income in subsidies from the state 
‘against expenditures to the state for taxes. In December of 
1949, Paris Schools received $28,695.09 from the state. The 
tax paid to the state by Paris in 1949 was $20,637.40. Paris 
received $8,057.69 more from the state than it paid to the 
state on its state tax. 

In conclusion, the school department wishes to call atten- 
tion again to the work of the School Survey Committee. Ex- 
pansion to provide more room for the growing numbers of 
pupils is a foremost problem. The solution chosen by the 
town will not only make itself felt at once but it may also fix 
the pattern of education in Paris for generations to come. 
The right answer to our problem can work inestimable benefit 
to the young and a wrong answer can do incalculable harm. 
“It is our hope that all of the people of Paris who have the 
welfare of children at heart will study the questions before 
-us- and the solutions that are offered and that they will come 
-to town meeting prepared to vote for their convictions?’

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Paris School Survey Committee 


Report to the Citizens 


At the town meeting in 1949 the following article of the 
warrant was accepted by the voters: 

Article 37: “To see if the town will appoint a com- 
mittee of not less than fifteen (15) citizens to investigate the 
adequacy of existing school facilities and courses of instruc- 
tion, both for those pupils now attending our schools and also 
to meet the needs of the increasing enrollment which is an- 
ticipated in the next few years; and to report their findings 
and recommendations for improvement and expansion of the 
same at the next annual town meeting.” 

This committee was appointed and started to function im- 
mediately by making a detailed examination of the entire 
school situation in the town. The details of this examination 
has been published in a series of five articles in the local 
paper. 

Three possible long range plans were developed for con- 
sideration of the citizens, the following information resulting 
from the survey is submitted. 

It is important to recognize the fact that theres will be a 
definite increase in the pupil population in our schools. For 
example in grades 7 through 12, there is a present enrollment 
at West Paris school of 110 and at South Paris High School 
275. By considering present enrollment and birth records, it is 
expected that enrollment will increase by 1958 and 1959 to 
206 at West Paris and 330 at South Paris in these grades. 
During the next 10 years it is estimated the town will have to 
provide new space comparable to ten large classrooms to 
only house and instruct our boys and girls. 

Some basis for estimating new construction costs for this 
area had to be developed. This was done by getting a reputa- 
ble industrial engineer to look over our school plants. During 
his discussion with the committee a basic new construction 
cost figure was developed that was acceptable to the group. 
These figures ranged from $8.50 per square foot of floor 
space for wooden frame construction to $13.00 for brick fire 
proof construction. All following costs are based on wooden 
frame construction for comparison. No attempt was made 
to estimate costs of new equipment, furnishings, repairs or 
remodeling of present buildings. This would have taken the 
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paid services of an architect or contractor, money had not 


been provided for this service. 

From all this previous information the Survey. Committee 
presents the following long range school plans, with the rec- 
ommended needs at each school.

To take care of grades 7 
and 8 it will take a new 4 classroom unit estimated to 
cost $38,971.00. To take care of this situation from 
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both an educational and space standpoint a new Junior 
High unit of 6 classrooms could be built at a new loca- 
tion. This would eliminate 2 classroom units at the 
Brick School. 
Not including the cost of site, grading, class or lunch room 
equipment, the total cost to the town of new construction for 
the One High School Plan is estimated to be $113,921.00. 


THE REGIONAL SCHOOL 


In developing this plan a series of meetings were held with 
the Building Committee of Norway and the School Committee 
of Oxford. The individual town school problems were dis- 
cussed and a common understanding of a program that might 
be acceptable to the three towns was reached. A committee 
with members from each town was appointed. It was their 
responsibility to show a possible educational program, the 
total number of pupils to be accommodated, and the esti- 
mated cost of building and operating a school of this type. 

Laws have been passed by Legislature making it possible 
to establish Regional Schools. To do this the towns must 
accept three special articles at town meeting. The law also 
authorizes an additional borrowing of 5% of the town valua- 
tion for construction and operation of this type school. 
The construction and financial operation of a Regional School 
would be handled by a board of trustees appointed on the 
basis of valuation percentage of each town. The educational 
activities would be supervised by a school committee made 
up of committee members from each town. This membership 
would be based on the number of students attending from 
each town. 

The following points are the basis on which this final esti- 
mate was developed: . 

1. The greatest number of. educational course opportuni- 

ties now being offered at South Paris and Norway. 

2. Housing and instructing the Sophomore, Junior and 

Senior classes from the three towns—total 375 pupils. 

3. The 5% maximum borrowing capacity of the three 

towns, which is approximately $300,000.00. 

The area of the building included space for all academic 
instruction, science laboratories, home economics, commer- 
cial, agriculture, industrial arts, administration and health, 
and gymnasium. To do this complete job of instruction, it is 
estimated this building would cost $380,223.00. ‘The site, 
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grading and classroom equipment again were not included 
in the estimate. For proper comparison of all three programs 
the wooden frame construction costs were used. 

This new unit would eliminate all new school building con- 
struction in the three towns. 

Time and funds did not permit the thorough examination 
of the Regional School program that is necessary. Further 
study should be made during this coming year. 

The responsibility of construction and operation of the 
Regional School for the three towns would be based on the 
following percentages: 


Paris, 49% 
Norway, 39% 
Oxford, 12% 


Regardless of the program accepted by the town it is esti- 
mated that new building construction will increase the tax 
rate approximately 3 mills or $3.00 on every $1,000.00 valua- 
tion over the next twenty-five years. 

A sincere effort has been made by the Survey Committee 
to present as complete a picture as possible of the general 
school situation in Paris. To briefly summarize the estimated 
cost to the town of new school building construction by Long 
Range Programs is— 


The Two High Schoo] Plan, $131,948.00 
The One High School Plan, $113,921.00 
The Regional School Plan, - $161,809.00 


The committee recognizing our school problem was very 
complex and would be decided by a majority of the voters, 
decided to submit the three long range plans to the citizens 
showing the vote taken by the committee. It is as follows: 
For the Regional School Plan with the One High School 
Plan as second choice. . 
ior the One High School Plan, reasoning orally that it 
required the least expenditure at the piesent time and 
left the town free to adopt either of the other plans 
later, as conditions and town sentiment should warrant. 
4—For the Two High School Plan. 

1 — Registered as undecided.

PARIS — 1949 


During this year there were four Child Health Conferences 
held, sponsored by the P. T. A. and the West Paris Farm Bu- 
reau. Fiity-five infants and pre-school children were given 
physical examinations by the doctor. Twenty-nine children 
were immunized against smallpox. Forty-four children were 
immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus 
(lockjaw). 

The audiometer was used in testing the hearing of fifty- 
eight school children. There were nine hundred and thirty~ 
seven school -children given physical examinations by our 
local doctors. The public health nurse was ably™ assisted by a 
group of volunteers in eS the doctor with these exami- 
nations. 

The public health nurse has had conferences with the teach- 
ers about the health needs of their children and has visited 
the parents to encourage return to family i aga LOT cor 
rection of defects. 
- All schools have been visited and conferences were held by 
the nurse with the superintendent, principals and teachers 
concerning problems involving these school children. 

In the visits to sixty-one new mothers and babies, mothers 
were urged to keep the baby under the doctor’s supervision 
and to follow his advice. 

There were thirty-eight visits made in the interest of 
tuberculosis control. 

I wish to thank the doctors for their interest and co-opera- 
tion at all times, the superintendent of schools, the faculty, 
the P. T. A., West Paris Farm Bureau, and all other volun- 
teers who have assisted this year in the school health pro- 
gram and Child Health Conferences; the selectmen, the 
Kiwanis Club, the Welfare Committee and the American Red 
Cross for their part in making transportation and certain 
corrections possible.

To see if the town will appropriate the sum of Nine- 
teen Hundred Dollars ($1,900.00) to purchase the so-called Twelve 
_ Acre Jot owned by Maurice Benson, siutated directly across the 
road from West Paris High School, for school] purposes. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of Thirty 
Thousand Dollars ($30,00000.) to construct and equip a primary 
building at West Paris during the year 1950, to provide four class 
rooms and other necessary rooms; and with a basement-ground 
floor beneath the entire building. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to have a building com- 
mittee for the aforesaid Primary School at West Paris and authorize 
the Selectmen to appoint the same.

Insofar as could be ascertained within the 
scope of the examination, the financial transactions of the Town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions 
as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and Schedules incorporated in this report present the 
result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated. Recommendations are also offered which are be- 
lieved to be worthy of your consideration.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF PARIS 
January 1, 1950 to December 31, 1950 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Town of Paris for the year ended December 31, 1950. 

The records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Assessors and Town Clerk were audited. The system 
of internal control was reviewed. Accounting records and other 


cntieiuntitet bammdaineh 
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supporting evidence were examined ox tested, by methods and to 
the extent deemed necessary, under the circumstances. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet together with 
the related financial statements fairly present the financial position 
of the Town at December 31, 1950, and the result of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $52,726.78 at the close of the year was 
reconciled with the bank statement of the Casco Bank and Trust 
Company. 

All receipts issued by the Treasurer were checked in detail to 
the cashbook and to the Selectmen’s ledger. An analysis of the 
Treasurer's receipts and bank deposits on a monthly basis indi- 


cated that all recorded cash had been promptly deposited in the 
bank. 


It was determined that expenditures had been made by check 
from warrants properly authorized by the Selectmen. 


The total of the accounts receivable at the year end was 
$1,996.11. As all of the items are 1949 and 1950 accounts and 
are considered to be collectible no reserve for possible losses in 
collection was established. Requests for verification were mailed 
to all accounts outstanding at the year end. 

An examination was made of the 1950 assessment, commit- 
ment and collection records. The 1950 assessment charged to 
the Collector was accounted for as follows: 


Cash Collections $194,372.24 
Abatements - 144.80 
Taxes Receivable—12-3 1-50 18,929.64 
Total — $213,446.68 


The transactions affecting prior years’ uncollected taxes were 
reviewed. There remained at the year end an unpaid balance of 
$32.24 on these accounts. 

Requests for verification were mailed to a representative num- 
ber of taxpayers whose accounts were outstanding at the year 
end. If any variations are noted as a result of these verifications, 


the proper municipal officials will be notified. 
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Tax liens in the amount of $3,025.92 were placed on prop- 
erties to secure unpaid 1949 real estate taxes. Payments received 
during the year were traced to the credit of the individual ac- 
counts. At the year end the tax liens outstanding totaled 
$3,344.66. All tax liens on file with the Treasurer were ex- 
amined. 

During the year tax deeds amounting to $210.75 were sold for 
$94.38. The balance of $116.37 was charged to the reserve for 
losses on tax deeds. At the year end the outstanding tax deeds 


totaled $854.32. 


Mortgages totaling $3,000.00 and $99.00 for aid given and 
sale of property respectively are held by the Town. Verification 
was made by physical examination of these mortgages which were 
on file in the office of the Selectmen. 


The investment held by the Town represents one share of 
Paris Farmers Union certificate No. 137, dated July 24, 1920, par 
value $10.00. During the year a dividend $3.17 was received. 


LIABILITIES 


Insofar as could be determined from the records the accounts 
payable at December 31, 1950 totaled $475.30. This consisted 
of $427.10 due for special aid accounts and $48.20 due ‘on 


charity accounts. 


The deferred revenue of $2,064.82 consisted of 1951 excise 
tax collections, receipts numbered | to 146, collected in 1950 
which have been carried forward to the 1951 year for disposition. 


RESERVES 


By vote at the annual town meeting, $1,000.00 was added to,. 
the War Memorial Fund and a New Fund of $10,000.00 was 
created to be used for the construction or remodeling of school 
buildings in the Town as determined at future town meetings. 
Of these amounts, $6,000.00 was raised by taxation and $5,000- 
.00 was appropriated from surplus. The proceeds of these funds 
were deposited in savings accounts in the South Paris Savings 
Bank which were verified by examination of the bank passbooks. 
Interest of $65.85, which was earned by the War Memorial Fund, 
was added to this fund, the balance of which was $4,126.45 at 
the year end. 
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The balance of various operating accounts, carried forward to 
the 1951 year for expenditure amounted to $28,672.07. This 
represents a net decrease of $3,063.10 as compared with the 
balance at the end of the previous year. This change resulted 
from decreases in balances in General Government of $937.02, 
Highways and Bridge $2,443.99, Cemetery Account $42.99 and 
an increase in the School Account balance of $360.90 


SURPLUS 


A net increase of $13,156.93 is reflected in the surplus ac- 
count as compared with the balance at the close of the previous 


year. The change in this account is summarized as follows:

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures reveals 
that available funds exceeded expenditures for the 1950 year by 
$18,275.22 as compared with $13,678.67 for the previous year. 

Revenues reflected an increase of $20,801.64 and expenditures 
an increase of $10,038.08 for the 1950 year as compared with 
1949. Major changes were:

The increase in the revenue from the State resulted principally 
from the increased amount received for school purposes because 
of increased expenditures. The increase in the expenditures of 
general government was caused by the purchase of new equip- 
ment and supplies and increased expenditures for aid to depend- 
ent children which is charged to this account. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, the 
summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The following opinion 
was rendered by the Department of Attorney General on this 
point. 


‘‘The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the town meeting provid- *: 
ing for the expenditure of money. The officers should 
not spend more than the taxpayers appropriated at town 
meeting, unless the statute expressly authorizes an ex- 
penditure in excess of the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for 
highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emer cance 
to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


TRUST FUNDS 

The trust fund investments were verified by physical examina- 
tion of the bank passbooks and bonds. Due to an error in 
depositing income of the Hooper Perkins Trust Fund, $5.00 was 
due the general fund from trust funds and has been included in 
the accounts receivable. It appeared that all income had been 
accounted for and that expenditures were in accordance with the 
terms of the trusts.

The 1950 excise tax receipts numbers 239 to 2025 and those 
for 1951 numbers | to 146 were checked from the copies of the 
receipts retained by the Collector.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations are believed to be worthy of 
consideration by the Municipal Officers: 


Lists of all years uncollected taxes be printed in full in 
the Town report in accordance with the requirements of 


Chapter 80, Section 80 of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 


The State System of Accounting for town owned proper- 
ty and equipment be adopted so that a record will be 
available to show values and other pertinent data for 
municipal capital investments. 


Consideration be given to obtaining competitive bids on 
purchases of large quantities and amounts.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
AND SUPERINTENDENT 


We hereby submit our annual report for the fiscal year be- 
ginning January |, 1950 and ending December 31, 1950. 

One of the most unusual developments affecting schools in 
Paris during the year was the project for painting school in- 
teriors. Under the leadership of Dr. C. M. Merrill, it was started — 
at Paris High School where several scores of interested citizens 
carried out a very ambitious undertaking. Paris Hill citizens 
painted the two classrooms in the Lincoln School. North Paris 
citizens painted the North Paris School, and another painting 
project was completed by interested West Paris citizens who 
worked in their village school. Teachers, pupils, parents, school 
committee members and all who have witnessed the results 
achieved by the volunteer workers are united in their appreciation 
for what has been done. There was no charge for the services of 
the people participating and much material was given at cost or 
less. Business men gave big discounts on materials purchased and, 
in addition, sometimes made outright contributions of materials 
besides coming to the schools to help with the painting. 

There not being sufficient funds in the repairs account to pay 
for the paint and. some other materials that had to be purchased, 
an article is being placed in the warrant for the annual meeting 
to see if the town will vote the funds necessary to pay for. the 
materials used. 

The amount needed for the Paris High School painting 


project is $ (472589 
Amount needed for the Paris Hill paint project is 68.72 
Amount needed for the West Paris paint project is 336.08 
Amount needed for the North Paris paint project is 68.07 
These amounts add up to a total of $ 945.76 


Under the regular program of repairs, some work was done on 
the school shop _this year. Outside walls were covered with a 
material of an insulating nature which improved the appearance 
of the building and helped to reduce the amount of fuel needed 
to keep the building warm. . 

At Paris High School, a large section of roofing had to be re- 
placed on the north side of the building where the wind had 
ruined it. This was a very expensive job because of the high 
staging required and because of the lock joint type of metal roof. 
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A fire escape, with door, panic bar and a set of outside steps 
with an iron railing, was built at the Lincoln School on Paris Hill. 


Painting of toilets and other general repairs were made at West 
Paris besides the special work done on the heating system and to 
the boiler room and the volunteer painting done by townspeople. 


At West Paris, from the special account raised at town meeting 
last year for that purpose, a new oil burning, steam heating plant 
was installed. The furnace installation contract was given to the 
Paris Hardware Company, the lowest of the bidders on the job. 
In addition to the installation, return pipes were renewed and all 
air valves were replaced with new ones. Steps were taken to fire- 
proof the boiler room by enclosing it within cement and brick 
walls, constructing a cement plaster ceiling and providing an 
automatic fire door. At the time this is being written, a fire door 
of correct size and type is on order from the Boston Metal Fire 
Door Company of Cambridge, Massachusetts, and is expected to 
arrive shortly. An automatic release valve, carbon dioxide fire 
extinguisher of the twenty-five pound size, has been purchased 


and placed in the fire room near the oil burner. 


One important reason for installing a new heating plant at 
West Paris was the need for reducing the temperature of the 
gasses entering the chimney. Tests made on January 10 showed 
a stack temperature of 600 degrees Fahrenheit, a reduction of 
about 50% in the temperature of gasses entering the chimney. 
Heating of the school building and of the gymnasium is more 
satisfactory than ever before. 

Fire proofing of boiler rooms seems to be a policy of the State 
Insurance Department. A communication just received from that 
department orders that the boiler room at the Brick School be 
fireproofed. 

Paris has acquired two more buses during the past year. One 
was a second-hand Chevrolet bus, purchased at a price of 
$400.00, which has been put on the Hall’s Pond, Oxford 
Road and Oxford Street route, where the number of pupils has 
increased greatly. The other, which is a used, White Bus, was 
given to Paris by the federal government through the State De- 
partment of Education. The net cost of this bus as it was driven 


into Paris from Washington, D. C. was $258.30. 


A new motor was bought for the Dodge bus last summer and a 
reconditioned motor was purchased for the Ford bus. New tires 
were purchased where needed for all of our town-owned ve- 
hicles and worn tires that were in good condition were recapped. 
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Such used parts as appeared to be in poor condition were re- 
placed, and everything was done that could be done to put our 
buses in good condition. The work on them was done and the 
motor, tires and necessary parts purchased before prices began to 
rise during the latter part of the fall season. 


A new conveyance contract was given to Russell Mack, who 
purchased a used bus to convey pupils from the Porter Neighbor- 


hood and upper High Street and from the Greenwood line to the 


West Paris School. A new contract was also given to the Titus 
Moter Company to convey pupils from the Forbes, Partridge and 
Whittemore Districts to the Lincoln School on Paris Hill and to 
the village schools in South Paris. This contract requires the use 
of two vehicles instead of one and makes it unnecessary for 


pupils carried to leave home before 7:30 a.m. 


The exchange of courses with Norway has continued this year 
and Paris has operated one of its own vehicles to transport Paris 
students to classes in Norway and back to Paris. Norway has 
provided transportation for all of its own pupils who come to 
Paris for classes. Students now get to class on time and they lose 
less time between classes than they did when students at both 
schools had to wait for the same bus to pick them up. 


At West Paris, enrollment in grades dropped to a point where 
it was possible for five elementary teachers to take care of the 
elementary pupils satisfactorily, and one elementary teaching 
position was discontinued. This left a room free and a fourth 
high school teacher was employed at West Paris High School. 


An additional teacher has been added at Paris High School this 


year. 


At the Brick School, enrollment has increased this year to an 
average load of 32 pupils per room. The growing enrollment in 
the Brick School has been spoken of in previous reports. The 
School Survey Committee has studied this problem in connection 
with school problems in the aggregate and we suggest that citizens 
give close attention and consideration to this report. 


Our schools have not fully recovered from some of the effects 
of the last war. New factors have offset many of the gains made 
between 1946 and 1950. Rising prices have reduced the value of 
the school tax dollar. Competition for workers is holding back 
the teacher supply. Higher prices and restraints on building 
materials seem to discourage construction. Growing numbers of 
pupils increase the pressure on existing buildings and present 
budgets. These are some of the problms we face. 
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We wish to ask everyone to look back to the situation in 
which we found ourselves at the close of the last war. Because 
of that war, we reasoned that we would do as little as possible dur- 
ing that war. Consequently, we found ourselves, at the end of 
it, with buildings in poor condition, unpainted inside and outside, 
textbooks in poor condition, supplies depleted, and our school 
properties generally in need of a great deal of work. While we 
have been raising more money to take care of these things, we 
have not yet caught up with all of the work needing to be done. 
In the meantime, the increase in birth rate has produced more 
children than we can expect to teach adequately in our present 
number of school rooms. Now, we find ourselves facing another 
war and increased prices and scarcities of materials and _ still 
another increase in the birth rate. There just wasn’t time enough 
between wars to get the physical plants of our schools back into 
good condition and we have not as yet adopted any concrete 
plans for building additional facilities to take care of our growing 
school population. We have said before, and we want to say 
again, that all of our school buildings are needing outside paint- 
ing. (Some inside painting remains to be done.) Again, we 
wish to say that money spent on insulation would produce a sav- 
ing in funds being spent for fuel besides adding comfort and con- 
tributing to the better health of children occupying school build- 
ings. There are still other repair or renovation projects, that 
many citizens have observed and spoken about, that would be 
greatly worthwhile. 


The single biggest problem in operation of schools today is 
that of securing, and holding, qualified teachers. We have in- 
creased salaries through the past few years but rising prices and 
increasing taxes have lowered and continue to lower the real 
value of fixed income. Industrial wage increases attract teachers 
to other kinds of work and encourage high school graduates to 
go into factories and business establishments. Just as the early 
years of the last war saw a tremendous loss of good teachers, this 
present period of mobilization leads to the same end. As defense 
contracts go out and Selective Service requirements go up, the 
supply of teachers becomes less—-and we never did get way back 
to the place where we were before the last war. At that time we 


had some reserve to draw upon among married and retired 
teachers who came back into service. Most of those who re- 
turned to teaching have stayed and we do not’now have any qual- 
ified reserve to draw upon. We do have some inexperienced 


teacher prospects, mainly in the high school field, who have had 
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some training for teaching since the war. After some experience 
many of them will become excellent, but their services while 
gaining experience are not always of much profit to schools. 
After gaining experience, many prefer to go on to bigger towns 
for larger salaries and our own schools find themselves starting 


with inexperienced teachers all over again. 


The following summary shows the age distribution of the 
twelve men presently employed as teachers in our schools and 
gives an idea of what may be expected if the defense program 


continues its rapid development. 


A. Male veterans, World War II, aged 19-25 


| elementary teacher. 


B. Male non-veteran, World War Il, aged 19-25 


| secondary teacher. 


C. Male veteran and non-veteran, aged 26-29 
2 elementary teachers, veterans. 


D. Male veterans and non-veterans aged 30 and above 
1 elementary teacher, non-veteran. ; 
7 secondary teachers, five veterans, two non-veterans. 


(Two of these secondary teachers are in Reserve.) 


In addition to the above list, two male elementary teachers 
have already been drafted this year and are now in the army. 


Feeling that the citizens of Paris want experienced teachers, 
when available, and that our schools need to keep the services 
of many on our present staff, we are recommending substantial 
budget increases for teachers’ salaries. Other towns in Maine 
and in Oxford County have raised salaries since the opening of 
schools in September and plan to raise them again for the 
coming school year. We do not believe Paris can keep the 
services of teachers it wants or attract the kind of new teachers 
that it wants without doing likewise. 


The cost of living having risen to the point where it now is, 
it is understandable that it is costing teachers more to live just 
as it is costing everyone else more to live. 


Many other school accounts, besides instruction are affected 
by present economic conditions. If present services are to be 
maintained, it will be necessary to raise the budget for edu- 
cation pretty much all along the line. 
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We are living and working today under the continuous threat 
of large scale warfare. In this time of crisis it is a challenge to 
hear the recently spoken words of General Eisenhower. He 
said, ““To neglect our school system would be a crime against 
the future. Such neglect could well be more disastrous to all 
our freedoms than the most formidable armed assault on our 
physical defenses’’.

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REPORT OF THE PARIS SCHOOL SURVEY COMMITTEE 


After a complete study of the school conditions as they now 
exist, it is the opinion of the Paris School Survey Committee 
members that school housing in the south end of the town is 
definitely overcrowded, with need of additional class room space. 

Long term planning for present and future economy points to 
the construction of a new academic class room unit to house the 
students in the south end. By removing the high school grades 
to a new building and allocating grades subprimary, one, two 
and three to the present brick school building, and grades four, 
five, six, seven and eight to the present high school building 
there will be ample space for present enrollment in the grades 
and allow for a fifty pupil increase at the Brick building and the 
same at the High School building for the next six years. If 
pupil population increases over this figure during the neat six 
or eight years in the lower grades these two buildings could 
absorb another seventy-five pupil increase on a temporary emer- 
gency basis, with changes in each building. 


Paris Hill Section 


Transporting of grades four, five and six to South Paris would 
mean better pupil advantages for the students in these grades and 
place the teacher of these grades in a new environmental location 
in the teacher staff where her services and ability could be used 
to better advantage and teacher economy in the school system. 
This would free one room for use as an activity room and audi- 
torium at Paris Hill and could be reclaimed for class room space 
at any time in the future, if pupil population increase in that 
section made it desirable. 


Hungry Hollow Section 


This school at present houses grades subprimary one, two, 
three, four, five and six with total enrollment of seventeen pupils. 
As long as no major outlay in repairs or upkeep is needed it is 
not out of place to leave this school unit as it is for the present, 
as far as financial expense to the town is concerned. There 
would be better pupil opportunity and educational advantages 
with increased teacher performance and economy in our school 
system if this school personnel and pupils were commuted to 
another section. 
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So Called Benson Lot 


Personal observation by members of the committee show this 
lot to be a natural drainage basin for two waterways from an 
adjacent hill back of the West Paris High School building. These 
waterways are situated on both sides of the lot and materially 
damage it is a desirable property for school purposes. At the 
time of the first inspection it was learned that there is some en- 
tanglement over right of way privileges which involve the upper 


source of these water courses. Various inspection throughout 


the season by individual members have shown it to be submerged 
by water to a varying extent, and at last observation was partly 
submerged by a sizable body of water that could be used for 
skating purposes, etc. The taxpayers should give this project 
serious consideration before investing or voting town monies in 
this property. The committee did not make any recommenda- 
tion for the purchase of this property for school purposes. 


Central or Common High School Campus 


The present arrangement of two school unions administered 
by two superintendents and involving four separate high schools 
present inter-town cooperative opportunities in the way of better 
educational advantages which should be given serious considera- 
tion by every taxpayer and parent desiring the best in school;set- 
up at maximum financial economy. 


Along these lines the purchase of a plot of land large enough 
to accommodate the two high schools of Paris and possibly Nor- 
way, Oxford and other surrounding towns with a 16 mile radius 
to be operated on the identical school pattern as at present, 
offers educational advantages at material financial saving in con- 
struction costs and operating overhead. Such an arrangement 
would in no way change or upset the present school pattern as 
now being carried out by each individual school, would not 
change the present financial arrangement for each town of oper- 
ating each school, nor the administrative arrangement as carried 
out under each superintendent. It would allow for a continua- 
tion of present school policies and practices for each individual 
high school in way of curricular and extra curricular activities 
as formulated and recommended by the separate school boards. 
Opportunities for cooperative effort on the part of. the entire 
school personnel for better returns on monies expended are only 
a few of the advantages which would result by the carrying out 
of the high school campus plan.

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West End-West Paris and North Paris 


The school board member at the west end has informed the 
chairman and has stated in meetings at West Paris and South 
Paris that so far as the west end is concerned they are perfectly 
satisfied with their schools as they are, now that the new heating 
system is installed and since the interior painting has been accom- 
plished by interested citizens, as was done at South Paris and 
Paris Hill. This has been verified by members of the committee 
in checking over the schools in that section. It was determined 
by careful survey that there is no apparent need for further 
expenditures for additions, new construction or other type of 
expansion in view of the acute needs of extra housing facilities 
needed in the south end of the town. At this time existing 
housing conditions in the west end appear to be ample to take 
care of pupil needs for the next three or four years. Indications 
are that the west end of the town has reached its peak in pupil 
population and according to present enrollment there will be a 
gradual decrease of pupils as they reach high school age. The 
number of out of town tuition pupils necessitated the addition of 
a fourth teacher and it would appear that the town is not justi- 
fied in any new construction if the need stems from the presence 
of tuition pupils. Any request this year or in the near future 
asking for new construction or other expansion at the west end 
is apparently uncalled for and would indicate disregard of the 
acute needs at the south end and overlooks the financial resources 
and present economic conditions facing the town as a whole. 
The committee has determined that the West Paris High School 
should remain as is, unless they prefer to come in on the central 
or common high school campus arrangement. In such case full 
and adequate transportation should be provided. It is recom- 
mended that the citizens of West Paris and vicinity give more time 
and study of the campus plan as to its educational opportunities 
with the possibility that they might prefer to participate in the 
high school campus arrangement within the next two years. 


Recommendations for Acute Needs 


That the town officials be authorized to borrow a sum of 
money not to exceed the sum of $150,000 or parts thereof for 
the purpose of securing a plot of land of sufficient size for use 
in a common high school building of class room space sufficient 
for present high school needs, and, in so far as possible, erec- 
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tion of housing facilities for extra curricular activities at the 
south end of the town. (If this step can be taken it will relieve 
the acute housing shortage at the south end in the lower grades, 
and enable the town to carry on further expansion as economic 
conditions and school needs determine. ) 


That a definite sum of money $20,000 (or whatever sum is 
thought best after more detailed study of town finances) be raised 
each year for a period of years until the indebtedness is can- 


celled in full. 


To appoint a committee with authorization to carry out the 
spending of such money in the way they find best advisable as 
it pertains to existing conditions and possible inter-town co-op- 
eration action which might develop in relation to neighboring 
towns. 


It is recommended that other improvements which may seem 
needed or desirable at the south end should be held in abey- 
ance for the present in order to correct and overcome the present 
housing shortage and it is further suggested to parents in South 
Paris and vicinity that they exercise patience in requesting other 
improvements in view of present uncertain economic conditions. 
First needs should come first.

On Division of the Town 


Some of the citizens at the west end have indicated to the 
chairman and at the citizen advisory meetings that they prefer 
to conduct their high school along lines of their own choosing 
regardless of educational standards being practiced in the schools 
in the balance of the town. Rather than have the school changed 
from its present location to a high school campus arrangement 
with each school operating as a separate unit but on a co-opera- 
tive basis (as outlined elsewhere in this report) they would pre- 
fer to see a division of the town into two townships. A definite 
statement of opinion as to the advisability of division came first 
from a citizen from the west énd section of the town. In view 
of this expressed desire on the part of this and other citizens 
from the west end it would seem that division of the town would 
be the logical and most satisfactory solution of the dissension 
which has existed in the school situation. Because there is no 
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existing town debt at this time there will never be a more favor- 
able time for such action than at present. Financially either 
end of the town should not suffer any appreciable hardship. If 
this is to be done it should be undertaken and carried out on a 
friendly basis of co-operative effort.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICES 
PARIS—1950 


In reviewing the health activities carried on during the past 
year we pause to evaluate the results and consider what we 
should attempt in the new year to make public health nursing 
more effective in our community. 

There were 4 Child Health Conferences held at the Brick 
School and three at West Paris High School, at which time over 
one hundred preschool and infant children were examined by 
local doctors; immunizations against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus (lockjaw), also vaccination against smallpox was 
given as needed. The public health nurse was ably assisted by a 
group of volunteers from each community. 

Other volunteers assisted the local doctors in physical exam- 
inations of nine hundred and three school children. Protection 
against diphtheria was given to 136 children and 130 were vac- 
cinated against smallpox following our school examinations. Au- 
diometer tests of hearing were done for 235 children. All 
schools have been visited and conferences were held by the nurse 
with the Superintendent, Principals and Teachers concerning 


problems involving these children. 
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Your nurse has visited many families to discuss balanced diets, 
immunization and medical supervision fer all young children. 
Where it was needed, special services such as Mental Health, 
Speech Correction and Crippled Children’s Clinics were explain- 
ed. 

Gratitude is expressed to Physicians, P. T. A., Farm Bureau, 
Town Officials and all interested citizens who have cooperated 
with your public health nurse in making our health projects a 
more effective part of a community health program.

The response to this program 
was indeed most gratifying. At present time there were no re- 
ports as yet received from this survey.

TOWN OF PARIS 


January 1, 1951 to December 31, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Town of Paris for the year ended December 31, 1951. The audit 
included an examination of the records maintained by the Se- 
lectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 

The result of the audit indicates that the following sugges- 
tions appear worthy of consideration by the Town Officials: 

All unexpended balances carried forward from year to 
year, except those expressly designated by law as carrying 
balances, should be reappropriated by vote at open town 
meeting. 

Consideration should be given to obtaining competitive 

’ bids on purchases of large quantities and amounts. 

Licenses and permits, issued by the Selectmen should be 
numbered at time of printing. 

Unpaid real estate taxes secured by tax liens which hae 
matured should be transferred to a tax acquired property 
account. 

All transfers between accounts should be recorded by 
journal entries rather than to clear through the Treasurer’s 
cash account. 

Capital reserve fund monies deposited in banks should 
be made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 80, 
Section 132, of the Revised Statutes of 1944, which reads in 
part, as follows: *...:. . All moneys in said fund shall be eith- 
er deposited in savings banks, trust companies, or national 
banks in this state, the deposit in any one bank in no case 
to exceed $5,000.00 . 

The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The re- 
sult of the year’s operations showed that available funds exceed- 
ed expenditures by $25,662.50. However, overdrafts were noted 
in various appropriation accounts. More particularly in the snow 
removal and town poor accounts, totaling $1,253.24 and $1,065.25 
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respectively. Unexpended and overdraft balances are summar- 
ized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $28,262 00 
Overdrafts 2,599 50 
Net Unexpended Balances ' $25,662 50 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities, and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. : 

In accordance with the result of the vote on Article 40, at 
the annual meeting on March 5, 1951, the Selectmen sold the 
stumpage on the Paris Town Farm for $6,050.00. The agreement 
between the purchaser and the Town stipulated that the full 
contract price be paid on or before December 31, 1951. The 
records indicated, however, that $3,000.00 was due on the con- 
tract at December 31, 1951, therefore, this amount is included in 
accounts receivable. 

The capital reserve fund operations were reviewed and it 
was determined that the War Memorial Funds were expended 
during the year as follows: 


War Memorial—West Paris $1,000 00 

War Memorial—South Paris 3,000 00 
Total Expenditures $4,000 00» 

Accumulated Interest (Transferred to : 
Interest Account) 226 00 
Total War Memorial Funds $4,226 00 


Authority for the expenditure of $4,000.00 for the War Me- 
morials was granted under Articles 28 and 29, at the annual 
town meeting. However, the articles did not specify as to the 
disposition of the accumulated interest on the fund. 


In connection with the capital reserve fund operations, un- -; 
der Article 11, at the annual meeting, it was voted to transfer 
$10,000.00 of the apr csineehak ite surplus to the School Building 
Fund. - 

A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures, 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1951 year, revenues exceed- 
ed those of the previous year by $30,283.48. Expenditures for 
the same period increased by $11,909.30. The factors contribut- 
ing to these differences were reviewed with no exxceptions noted. 
Following is a summary of the differences as Panpanes with 
those of the 1950 year: ;

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$65,778.48, or a net increase of $15,844.50, as compared with the 
preceding year. This increase was occasioned principally by the 
excess of available funds over expenditures totaling $25,662.50 
less an authorized transfer of $10,000.00 to the Capital Reserve 
Fund. 

The examination included verification of accounts receivable, 
tax, and tax lien accounts. The examination further included a 
review of insurance policies and surety bonds of the Town 
Officials. Corporate surety bonds were furnished by the Hart- 
ford Accident and Indemnity Company and covered the follow- 
ing officials:

Report of School Committee 
and Superintendent 


We hereby submit our annual report to the citizens of Paris 
for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1951, and ending Decem- 
joferet oA be eh? St 

Our schools began the present school year with the stated 
purpose of doing more to meet what we believe to be basic 
needs in the lives of our children and people. We believe the 
first and greatest need, and one worthy of more emphasis, is 
spiritual, and we have asked for understanding and help from 
our teachers in fulfilling our obligations to youth as expressed in 
the law requiring readings from the scriptures daily or at suit- 
able intervals in all public schools. 


A second basic need which we have sought to meet more 
- emphatically is the need for teaching Americanism better and 
for instilling into every school pupil the ideals of our founding 
fathers and respect and love for our free institutions. 

Another basic need to which we have called attention is 
that of sound instruction in fundamental subjects, and our 
schools in 1952 are attempting to do an ever better job of 
teaching reading, writing, arithmetic, and the principles of good 
oral expression. 

In the actual work of educating youth, the single most im- 
portant factor is good teaching and we believe our town is 
fortunate in the numbers of good teachers now in its employ. 
At a time when standards are high, competition is keen, and the 
supply exceedingly limited we can say that all teachers employed 
in Paris meet all of the requirements for certification or licensing 
by the State. We believe that our success in securing these 
accredited instructors is due in great part to the action of the 
citizens at the last annual meeting when the accounts for in- 
struction were substantially increased. 


A look at the list of visitors as kept by each: classroom teach- 
er leads us to conclude that very few people are giving very close 
observation to our program of instruction as it actuallv oper- 
ates in our school rooms. We should be pleased, indeed, to 
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have fuller participation of parents in the role of visitors to 
school and counselors and consultants with teachers. We want 
the schools to meet the requirements of home living as well as 
the spiritual, patriotic, and basic skill requirements of society 
at large, and we invite parents, particularly, and all other inter- 
ested people to visit the classrooms, observe the pupils and their 
work and get acquainted with the teachers. As we know our 
teachers, we believe them to be fine people and we believe chil- 
dren will progress better in school when parents and teachers 
put their heads together to compare ideas and to plan for youth. 

We believe that any program of instruction in our schools 
should include a plan for meeting the particular needs of our 
community as well as the particular needs of individual students. 
To this end, teachers in South Paris are presently engaged in 
examining and working on courses of study and curriculum 
content with a view to reorganization of the subjects, courses 
and curricula where need may appear. Educationally speaking, 
the results of this work, as it develops throughout all of our 
schools in the town during the coming year, promises to be 
more significant than any other current undertaking. 

We know that we have need for more work in physical ed- 
ucation, especially of a nature leading to corrections of posture 
and proper muscular development. Our plans call for employ- 
ment of two physical education instructors, a man and a woman, 
who will work in both South and West Paris on certain days 
of the week. It is intended that one, or both of them will also 
teach driver education, 

It is planned to bring home economics, which has been a 
vocational type of program and offered in conjunction with 
Norway, back to Paris High School and offer it on a general 
basis, teaching courses which will most plainly appear to meet 
the requirements of young people in this area. 


In view of the amount of administrative work placed on 
the shoulders of the Principal at Paris High School, and in, 
view of his need for time to work on pupil guidance and oversee 
a big extra-curricular program, he will not be required to 
teach classes during the coming school year. The Paris High 
School Principal has organized and now instructs and directs 
a school band comprised of students in both Paris and- West 
Paris High School, and he will continue with this work. 


At the time that this is being written, it is doubtful if Paris 
and Norway will continue to offer Industral Arts to boys from 
both towns in the same shop building. 'The course is very popu- 
lar and, consequently, the enrollment has reached a point where 
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all of the boys who want it cannot be accommodated in the pres- 
ent shop space without danger from congestion near power ma- 
chines. 


Norway, through its school committee, has been offered an 
Opportunity to purchase the equipment necessary and fix up 
the second floor of our present shop building in order that we 
may continue to offer the same course in Industrial Arts to boys 
in both towns. We should like to see our students continue 
to work together in the course, but do not feel it justifiable 
to ask the people of Paris to make a larger expenditure for 
additional rooms and additional equipment which is not needed 
for Paris students. We feel that the present course is very 
successful and, if Norway should decide to equip the second 
floor space in our present building, we shall be glad to-continue 
to supply instructors in the course. 


The sub-primary program in Paris schools was discontinued 
this year. A public meeting was held by the School Committee 
and opinions were expressed on both sides of the question of the 
advisability of continuing the program. Many reasons, for and 
against, were given but it seems to your Committee that there 
-is no sufficient or adequate space for it until such time as more 
classrooms are built by the town. If the sub-primary program 
were to be put in again before more school rooms are built, the 
enrollment per room would necessarily go so high that all 
classes in the Brick School would be adversely affected. 


The repairs program and the fixing or rebuiiding of equip- 
ment undertaken in 1951 were quite extensive. 


At Paris High School a new tar and gravel covering was 
placed on the roof of the home economics department. Hahnel 
Bros. of Lewiston contracted the job and there has been no 
trouble with the roof since the job was completed. The home 
economics rooms were given inside paint and, in the gymnasium, 
the floor was repaired. 


New fencing at the Brick School was done during the sum- 
mer months, closets were built in the girls’ basement toilet 
rooms, the automatic fuel feed to the furnace was repaired, an- 
other drinking fountain was placed outside the building and a 
fire proof ceiling was placed over the boilers. 


Inside painting was done at the Hollow School, and two 
exit doors were rehung to open outward. 
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At North Paris, the building was painted on the outside and 
a new chimney was built. 


Minor repairs were made at the Paris Hill School and new 
swings were set up on the playground. 


The interior of the West Paris gymnasium was covered 
with sheetrock and painted and a Six inch pipe from the new wa- 
ter main was laid into the basement of the schoo! for use ata 
future date. 


In looking forward to the coming year, the first and most 
important consideration is that of providing more classroom 
space. The special committee, chosen at the last annual meet- 
ing, reports the purchase of additional land for school buildings, 
a purchase which we heartily endorse. It is our hope that the 
town will go forward at once and take the action necessary to 
get building underway. 


We believe that something should be said about our extra- 
curricular program. Both high schools in Paris have done and 
continue to do more work in these fields than is undertaken or 
accomplished in many schools. Besides athletic achievement, 
which everyone knows to be on a high level, music and public 
speaking are coming to the front. West Paris High School has 
already made a reputation in public speaking and both high 
schools are working together in the development of a band. 
We should like to see wide public support of these and other 
school activities, many of which do not bring in revenue enough 
to pay their way. 


Your School Committee is recommending the purchase of 
a new school bus this year to take the place of our 1941 Dodge 
-bus. This adds the sum of several thousand dollars to the 
school budget. This increase for a new bus, together with 
recommendations for a larger instruction account, add up to an 
increase of about $10,000.00 in the budget proposed for 1952. 


A possible saving would be in sight if the town should see 
fit to close the Hollow School and transport the pupils there to 
Paris Hill. There are 28 pupils and two teachers at the Paris 
Hill School and there are only thirteen pupils at the Hollow 
School. The Hollow School cannot be closed unless the town 
votes to do so, or unless the average attendance drops below 
seven. 


: 
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Articles for the warrant for the coming annual meeting 
are being prepared to give people an opportunity to do some- 
thing about school building and other educational needs. We 
hope that they will be studied and that constructive action may 
result at town meeing.

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Report of Special School Committee 


In compliance with the vote of the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Paris under Article IX of the warrant at the annual meeting 
in March, 1951, with reference to new high school construction 
the following named committee of five was appointed “to study 
into all angles pertaining to the purchase of a lot and grading 
same:” Earle R. Clifford, Ellis Ellingwood, Lucien Davis, Clar- 
ence G, Morton and H. Donald Penley. 


The above-named committee met for its first or organization 
meeting on August 8, at which time several statements of policy 
which should or might be pursued were discussed. At this time 
it was observed that the Paris Superintending School Committee 
had eliminated the sub-primary program in all the Paris schools, 
and it was also noted that Norway was constructing an addi- 
tion to the present Norway High School. These two facts to- 
gether with the official report on the drastic cut in releases of 
vital materials for school building construction made it very ob- 
vious to the committee that any new construction of an emer- 
gency nature would be out of the question at that time. Con- 
sequently, it seemed to the members of the committee that 
about all they would be able to accomplish under these circum- 
stances would be to give careful consideration to the various 
possible building sites, select and purchase one if possible to do 
so and report the results of their efforts back to the annual 
meeting of the town in March of 1952. 


With this thought in mind, a total of seven suggested sites 
were considered and all were personally visited by the members 
of the committee. In the case of three of the proposd sites it 
seemed to the members of your committee that, while they might 
have been suitable or desirable for a consolidation program with 
Norway, in view of the probable amount of property condem- 
nation involved, they did not appear advisable for a Paris pro- 
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ject alone. In this connection we would like to call to mind 
that at one of the meetings of the committee an invitation was 
extended to the members of both the Norway and Paris super- 
intending school committees to join with us for a discussion of 
school problems affecting both towns. This was with the 
thought in mind that no stone should be left unturned in explor- 
ing the possibilities of consolidation between the two towns, 
Two members of the Paris School Committee did meet with us 
for a most helpful and profitable discussion. The Chairman of 
the Norway committee called by phone and relayed the result 
of their deliberations. The consensus of opinion of both boards 
seemed to be that whatever possibility there may have been for 
consolidation had been supplanted by other arrangements or had 
gone by the board. 


One other site while admirably located seemed to be too 
small and still another site, while it might have possibilities in 
the distant future, seemed to be located too far from the center 
of population to be adaptable. It is only fair to mention that an 
offer was made by the owner to donate this lot free of charge 
to the town for school purposes, if they would agree to construct 
public water supply and sewage disposal facilities for the school 
property and make them also available for other lots in the 
neighboring vicinity. “a 

This Jeft for consideration the two lots on Pine Street, 
South Paris, one at the north and the other at the south of the 
present High School location. While either of these lots seemed 
to possess possibilities which would make it desirable in itself, 
it seemed to the members of your committee that ownership of 
the two lots together with the present High School property 
would place the Town of Paris in a position where they would 
be able to go forward and develop almost any sort of building 
expansion program that might be needed or desired in the fu- 
ture. 


With this thought in mind your committee voted unanimous- 
ly to purchase the two lots above-mentioned and the transaction 
has been completed by the selectmen of the town, Briefly, this 
means that the Town of Paris now holds title to all the unoc- 


cupied and undeveloped land located between east side of Pine 


Street and the Little Androscoggin River with the exception of 
the small plot of ground between the present high school lot and 
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the river which lot is owned by the South Paris Village Corpora- 
tion. The two newly acquired lots together with the present 
High School property constitute one continuous area of fifteen 
to eighteen acres estimated conservatively. This is in confor- 
mity with the requirements set up by the State Department of 
Education for contemplated building programs for towns the 
size of Paris. It is also worthy of mention that the members of 
the Paris Superintending School Committee have gone on record 
as being unanimously in favor of the purchase of this land in 
anticipation of future school expansion needs.

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Annual Report of Public Health 
Nursing Service, Paris, 195] 


The consciousness of the need for community participation 
in an active health program is indicated by the interest shown in 
the several health projects. Health education must continue 
through our schools and public health nursing activities. 


During the summer there were 6 Child Health Conferences 
held at the Brick and West Paris High Schools. During these 
clinics about 100 pre-school and infants were examined. Vaccin- 
ations against smallpox and immunizations against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus (lockjaw) were offered. The pub- 
lic health nurse was ably assisted by volunteers from the P. T. 
A, group. 


At the time of physical examinations of all school childfen 
when 750 students were examined, volunteers again assisted the 
professional personnel. All schools have been visited several 
times by your public health nurse for conferences with teachers 
and students. 


When individual health problems were discovered efforts 
were made to interest parents and others in obtaining corrections 
either through the local family physician, interested agencies or 
special departments such as Crippled Children’s Clinic and 
others. ke 


At this time your nurse wishes to express her appreciation 
to physicians, P..T. A., 'Town Officials and others who have as- 
sisted in promoting the community health program in Paris.

Art. 7. To see if the town will instruct the School Com- 
mittee to appoint one or more school physicians. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will adopt as a site for the 
new high school, voted under Article Nine, at the last annual 
town meeting, the parcel of land recently purchased by the 
town, comprising all of the unoccupied and undeveloped land 
lying between the east side of Pine Street and the Little An- 
droscoggin River excepting the lot owned by the South Paris 
Village Corporation, this being the site for the school chosen 
by the committee appointed under said article and approved 
by the Superintending School Committee. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for the construction and equipment of the new 
thigh school in the south end of the town. 


Art. 10. To see how much of the capital reserve fund 
established for school building purposes and of the unexpended 
balance raised and appropriated under Article Nine at the last 
annual town meeting, the town will authorize to be used for 
the purposes of the preceding article.
